VIOLATION  OF  VIRUS-SERUM  LAW  BRINGS  FEDERAL  ACTION 

For  violation  of  the  Federal  Virus-Serum-Toxin  Act,  the  Aurora  Serum  Co. 
and  Logan  B.  Huff  of  Aurora,  111.,  have  been  fined  on  four  counts  in  the  United 
States  District  Court,  Chicago,  111.  Evidence  in  the  case  was  gathered  by  in- 
spectors of  the  Bureau.  The  defendants  were  charged  with  interstate  shipments 
of  hog-cholera  virus  which  violated  the  law  in  these  respects:  Count  1,  it  was 
worthless  within  the  meaning  of  the  Virus-Serum-Toxin  Act;  counts  2  and  3, 
it  had  not  been  prepared  under  United  States  veterinary  license  in  compliance 
with  the  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture;  and  count  4, 
it  was  falsely  labeled  in  that  the  labels  stated  that  it  had  been  prepared  by  the 
Aurora  Serum  Co.,  Aurora,  111.,  under  United  States  license.  A  fire  was  imposed 
on  each  count. 

The  virus  in  question  was  shipped  from  Aurora,  111.,  to  different  points  in 
Iowa  after  the  United  States  veterinary  license  of  the  Aurora  Serum  Co.  was 
terminated  on  October  12,  1944.  The  records  of  the  Bureau  show  that  no  virus 
was  produced  by  this  firm  under  United  States  veterinary  license  since  September 
1943. 

Observations  indicate  that  the  small  amount  of  hog  cholera  currently  present 
in  the  United  States  is  due  largely  to  the  protection  given  by  high-quality  biologies 
produced  under  Federal  supervision  in  licensed  establishments. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  AND  PERSONNEL  CHANGES  IN  BUREAU  ORGANI- 
ZATION 

Bureau  action  was  taken  April  15,  to  change  the  name  of  the  Field  Inspection 
Division  to  the  Inspection  and  Quarantine  Division  and  to  consolidate  in  this 
Division  all  Bureau  responsibilities,  other  than  those  of  a  reaearch  nature,  with 
respect  to  the  handling  of  matters  pertaining  to  foot-and-mouth  disease,  both 
in  this  country  and  in  Mexico.  Effective  the  same  date  the  work  pertaining  to 
dourine  eradication  and  scabies  eradication,  formerly  in  the  Field  Inspection 
Division,  was  transferred  to  the  Interstate  Inspection  Division. 

The  following  personnel  changes  were  made  at  the  same  time.  Dr.  Fladness 
will  devote  his  full  attention  to  his  position  as  Assistant  Chief  of  Bureau.  Dr. 
M.  R.  Clarkson  has  been  designated  in  charge  of  the  Inspection  and  Quarantine 
Division. 

All  correspondence  and  inquiries  relating  to  foot-and-mouth  disease  in  the 
United  States  or  in  Mexico  should  be  channelled  directly  to  the  Inspection  and 
Quarantine  Division.
